out the West have been improving the season 
in sowing their wheat, oats and barley, and 
in preparing the ground for the corm crop. 
With regard to spring wheat, it is estimated 
that fully two-thirds of the crop has been sown, 
aed never before—at least for many years—has 
the weather been so favorable. The intense 
heat of the sun has completely thawed 2 
soil and rendered it thoroughly 
agricultursiists to push their work through 
without hindrance or delay. 

The reports with regard to the winter wheat 
crop are conflicting. In those sections where the 
seed bas been planted deep, it is almost univer- 
sally good, while in places where it has been 
carelessly sown and barrowed it is generally 
poor, and will be a partial failure. 

The want of rain is however beginning te 
create fears that the Western rivers will not 
hold out long for the purposes of navigation. 
The Upper Mississippi, which is not yet open to 
St. Paul, is fast falling, end the merchants of | 
St. Louis are beginning to fear that their trade 
with the upper country will be curtailed in cop- 
sequence. The same is true of the Illinois, and 
in fact to some extent, of all Western rivers,
